“ Its leading feature i.s M. Saîomon’s 
conclusion that banishment is useless 
and undesirable as a punishment be­ 
cause it produces the complete moral 
degradation of the exile. 
“ Salomon found the prisons in West­ 
ern Siberia in fair condition with no 
signs of overcrowding or dirt, but in 
Lastern Siberia the conditions vv ere 
euite the opposite. 
Matters he found 
still worse iu Saghalien—prisouer.s badly 
treated, prisons lilthy and hospitals 
crowded like pig sties. 
He dismissed 
two chief directors of prisons for cruel­ 
ty and embezzlement and 80 minor offi­ 
cials for cruelty . 
“ He has drafted a com prehensive sy s­ 
tem of relorm s in prison treatm ent, 
greatly am eliorating existin g conditions, 
providing pay m ent for penal work and 
tacilities tor settlin g in Siberia on the 
expiration of sentences.

5.— Major Harri­ 
son, Ninth volunteer infantry , whose 
regiment was raised near Now Orleans 
and is now in service at Santiago, was 
one of the witnesses before the war in­ 
vestigating commi.ssiou. 
Cone» riling eommissary stores, 
he 
.said those in the lYiited States were 
the best that could be ixiught iu the 
ojieii market. 
The refrigerated beef 
sent from this country , h® said, was ex- 
eelh'Ut. 
He had had much experience 
with relrigerated meat, and lie said that 
while there was some dispo.sition on the 
part of the regimental cooks to euvil ut 
the appearance of the meat, it was in 
reality quite good. 
Ho explaimui that 
the sudd» ‘ii change of temperature on 
lemovuig the meat from tiie nUTigera- 
tor ships produced wiiat is known as a 
“ beard,” a greenish growth that had to 
be scraped off. 
Wiuqi this was done, the meat be­ 
neath was perfectly good. It was served 
to tlie moil with excellent results and 
benefited tlie sick materially . The chief 
trouble came when the change was 
made to hoof cattle siut from Porto 
Rico. This beef Major Harrison killed 
bim.self and personally superintended 
its dressing and cooling. 
He further 
said in part: “ But it would not cool iu 
that climate. The meat never lost its 
animal heat and with its use our sick­ 
ness increased 10 per cent.” 
Of the canned meat. Major Harrison 
.spoke with equal emphasis, say ing that 
it was iully as good as the refrigerator 
beei, was well received by the men and 
none of it had to be condemned. 
Governor Beaver asked if a refriger­

were 
estalished 
there 
whether Cuban beef conia be killed on 
the ground ami rendered fit for use by 
the men 
Witness said he thought this 
would not be desirable, as the Cubau 
cattle, while line looking, furnished the 
coarsest and most stringy beef he had 
ever seen. 
V\ ituess said he was thoroughly fa­ 
miliar with ti#: processes of refrigerat­ 
ing and butcnering meat and he was 
walling to state positively that there 
w ere no chemicals used iu any of the 
American beef that passed under his 
observation. 
Recurring to the hoof killed beef at 
Santiago, witness said che surgeons iu 
charge attributed the 10 per cent in­ 
crease ill intestinal sickness to the use 
of the Iresh killed beef.

L o n d o n , Jan. 5 .—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Daily Mail says: 
“ Privy Councillor Salomon of the 
prisons’ administration has just re­ 
turned here from a five months’ tour of 
the prisons and exile colonies of the 
Russian government in Siberia and the 
island of baghalien, off the south coast 
of Asia. 
He has furnished me with the 
chief points of his personal report to the 
czar. 
“Its leading feature is M. Salomon’s 
conclusion that banishment is useless 
aud undesirable as a punishment be­ 
cause it produces the complete moral 
degradation of the exile. 
“Salomon found the prisons in West­ 
ern Siberia in fair condition with no 
signs of overcrowding or dirt, but in 
Eastern Siberia the conditions w ere 
quite the opposite. 
Matters he found 
8HH worse in Saghalien—prisoners badly 
treated, prisons filthy and hospitals 
crowded like pig sties. 
He dismissed 
two chief directors of prisons for cruel­ 
ty and embezzlement and 80 minor offi­ 
cials for cruelty. 
“He has drafted a comprehensive sys­ 
tem of reforms in prison treatment, 
greatly ameliorating existing conditions, 
providing payment for penal work and 
facilities for settling in Siberia on the 
expiration of sentences.

W a s h in g to n , Jan. 5.—Major Harri­ 
son. Ninth volunteer infantry, whose 
regiment was raised near New Orleans 
and is now in service at Santiago, was 
one of the witnesses before the war in­ 
vestigating commission. 
Concerning commissary stores, he 
said those in the United States were 
the best that could be Dought in the 
open market. 
The refrigerated beef 
sent from this country, ha said, was ex­ 
cellent. 
He had had much experience 
with refrigerated meat, and lie said that 
while there was some disposition on the 
part of the regimental cooks to cavil at 
the appearance of the meat, it was in 
reality quite good. He explained that 
the sudden change of temperature on 
lemoying the meat from the refrigera­ 
tor ships produced w iiat is known as a 
“ beard,” a greenish growth that had to 
De scraped off. 
When this was done, the meat be­ 
neath w as perfectly good. It w as served 
to the men with excellent results and 
benefited the sick materially. The chief 
trouble came when the change was 
made to hoof cattle sent from Porto 
Rico. This beef Major Harrison killed 
himself and personally superintended 
its dressing aud cooling. He further 
said in part: “ But it would not cool in 
that climate. 
The meat never lost its 
animal heat and with its use our sick­ 
ness increased IO per cent.” 
Of the canned meat, Major Harrison 
spoke with equal emphasis, saying that 
it was fully as good as the refrigerator 
beef, was well received by the men and 
none of it had to be condemned. 
Governor Beaver asked if a refriger­ 
ating 
plant 
were 
estalished 
there 
whether Cuban beef conia be killed on 
the ground aud rendered fit for use by 
the men. 
Witness said he thought this 
would not be desirable, as the Cuban 
cattie, while tine looking, furnished the 
coarsest aud most stringy beef he had 
ever seen. 
VV itness said he was thoroughly fa­ 
miliar with thfc processes of refrigerat­ 
ing and butcnering meat and he was 
willing to state positively that there 
were no chemicals used in any of the 
American beef that passed under his 
observation. 
Recurring to the hoof killed beef at 
santiago, witness said che surgeons in 
charge attributed the IO per cent in­ 
crease in intestinal sickness to the use 
of the fresh killed beef. 
There was a 
proportionate decrease in sickness when 
the regiment returned lo the refriger­ 
ated beef.

L o n d o n , Jan. 5.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Daily Mail says: 
“ Privy Councillor Salomon of the 
prisons’ administration has just re­ 
turned here from a five mouths’ tour of 
the prisons aud exile colonies of tho 
Russian government in Siberia and the 
island of Saghaliou, off the south coast 
of Asia. 
He has furnished me with tho 
chief points of his personal report to the 
czar. 
“Its leading feature is M. Salomon’s 
conclusion that. banishment is useless 
aud undesirable as a punishment be­ 
cause it produces the complete moral 
degradation of the exile. 
“Salomon found tho prisons in West­ 
ern Siberia in fair condition with no 
signs of overcrowding or dirt, but in 
Eastern Siberia the conditions were 
quite the opposite. Matters he found 
still worse in Saghalien—prisoners badly 
treated, prisons filthy and hospitals 
crowded like pig sties. 
He dismissed 
two chief directors of prisons for cruel­ 
ty and embezzlement aud 80 minor offi­ 
cials for cruelty. 
“ He has drafted a comprehensive sys­ 
tem of reforms in prison treatment, 
greatly ameliorating existing conditions, 
providing payment for penal work and 
facilities for settling in Siberia on the 
expiration of sentences. 
He believed 
his suggested reforms would be speedily 
inaugurated.”

When this was done, the meat be­ 
neath was perfectly good. It was served 
to the men with excellent results and 
benefited the sick materially. The chief 
trouble came when the change was 
, made to hoof cattle sent from Porto 
Hico. This beef Major Harrison killed 
himself and personally superintended 
its dressing aud cooling. Ho further 
said iu part: “ But it would not cool in 
that climate. The meat never lost its 
animal heat aud with its use onr sick­ 
ness increased IO per cent.” 
Of the canned meat, Major Harrison 
spoke with equal emphasis, saying that 
it was fully as good as the refrigerator 
beef, was well received by the men and 
none of it had to be condemned.

Many colored people as w ell as others 
are interested in the tri]i of Bishop 
Hartzell of the 
M ethodist Episcopal 
?hnrch to Africa. 
The bishop’s work 
includes the niissions of American M eth­ 
odism in Africa. On his arrival in that 
continent lie intends to develop some 
wide reaching plans w hich bo has form- 
gd and put under w ay since his appoint­ 
m ent to tho African field in 1890. 
Cno 
of ids centers of operation is Rhodesia, 
in sonthea.stern Africa, and there ho has 
received concessions from the British 
authoritii fi to tho value of about .$10,- 
000, witii a contingent proniise of as­ 
sistance to tho extent of dollar for dollar 
Kucii money as he expends in the devel­ 
opm ent of the projects looking to tho 
civilization and Christianization of a 
large territory. 
Tiie Kub.^tautial conces­ 
sions are in lands and huildings. liu t of 
greater signiiieance tiian tliis material 
support is tiie sentim ent favoring united 
eiTorts of British and Americans ofli- 
cially ex[)res.‘^(,‘ii on heJialf of the Char­ 
tered company operating Rhodesia. 
Bishop liartzeJl lias great conlidenee 
in tho future of tho colony wliicii tlie 
genius of Cecil Riiodes has developed 
under the British Hag, a track of coun­ 
try destined to be traversed by tlie rail­ 
way and telegraph lines tliat w ill at no 
viTy distant day connect the Cape Col­ 
ony w ith Cairo. 
He has consecrated 
liimself to African work imw, he said, 
and liis conversation indicated tliat he 
is heartily w ith those w ho believe that 
tlio Englisii and Americans 
togetlier 
should undertake the work tiiat c iv i­ 
lization reipiiri'H to lie done in tliis part 
of Africa. Ho lias traveled thousamls of 
m iles tliere and familiarized liimself 
w dli tlie conditions of the country and 
people. 
In talking w ith a reporter the hisiiop 
quoted the.'*e words from an ollicial let­ 
ter w hich he had received from Earl 
Grey, representing the British Soutli 
African 
coiiipauy, 
‘‘England 
des-ires 
America to unite in tho establishinent 
of Anglo-yaxon civilization in eastern 
Africa, where for tliousands of years 
tliere lias been nothing but barbarous 
Iieatlienism. ” Tliey indicated, lie said, 
the cordiality w ith w’hicli lie had been 
received in liis presentation of his plans 
to inaugurate a large missionary m ove­ 
ment in 
Hhodesia, in south 
central 
Africa. 
He has episcopal supervision of L i­ 
beria, Angola, a Portuguese colony on 
the w est coast, nnd Rhodesia. There are 
m any inissiouarios as w ell as schools, 
{Sunday scliools, churches and orpliau- 
ages in these territories, but the liisliop 
is giving large attention to plans for 
this new and great m ovem ent in Rho­ 
desia. There civilization is hlutting out 
the wilderness as rapidly as was the 
case in the great w est of this country a 
few years ago. The same splendid push 
and energy characterize the advance 
there as hero in the United States. Men 
of the same class are carrying on the 
work there. 
He spoke of banqueting in 
one place farther north than the region 
under oousiderutiou 18 months after the 
English had fought for their lives there 
against the iiarbariaus. 
H is plans in­ 
clude great missionary centers at Old 
and N ew IJratali, from 325 to 250 m iles 
inland from Beira, on the coast. 
The 
bishop traveled on hor.sebuck a good 
part of that distance before the railroad 
was completed. N ew Um tali isde.stined 
to be an English town of large impor­ 
tance. Tlie wliite population lias grown 
in twoyear.s to more tlian 1,000. There 
are many iiuilding.s, and he has seen 
there in one store $200,000 worth of 
merchandise, all of whicli was carried 
thero on tho lioads of natives, from 20 
to 50 miles, as the railroad was ap­ 
proaching 
Oi(i and N ew I'nitali are 
located in a liealtliful and hiautiful 
region on a inountainous plateau 1,000 
teet above the sea. Tlie govenimeT'f has 
granted him a concession of lami \\t rth 
at least $10,000 iii N ow r m ta li, w r n e 
w ill be developed at once an institution 
of 
loanuug 
and 
church 
enterprises 
nniong the Europeans. The government 
favors religious education, but stipu­ 
lates that in institutions receiving gov­ 
ernmental 
aid 
sectarian 
instruction 
shall not be given. 
‘‘N ew Umtali w ill be tho railroad 
center for 450 m iles of road from the 
coast to {Salisbury, half of w hich i.s al­ 
ready 
b u ilt,” 
Bishop 
Hartzell said, 
‘‘and w ill bo connected w ith Tete on 
the Zambezi, 200 m iles north, by tele­ 
graph and railway. 
It w ill be one of 
the important towns in that part of A f­ 
rica. South of it are the ruined cities of 
Mashoualand, the principal one being 
Zimbabwe. 
These are objects of great 
interest to explorers and antiquarians 
This region is the most interesting in 
Africa in ancient matters, w ith the ex­ 
ception of Egypt. 
The region where 
these ruins arc found is munifostly one 
of the ancient Gphirs of the Bible, and 
it is the country where in all probabil­ 


ity the sailors of soioimrn ■ » n a m r a m e 
ships w ent nearly 3,000 years ago and 
gathered, in a single voyage extending 
over three years, gold am ounting to 
more than $4,000,000. The ruins of the 
old m ines are still there. 
There are 
quite a number of paying gold mines 
w ithin a few m iles of N ew Umtali. The 
agricultural possibilities of the region 
are also great. 
Here among the Eu 
ropeans, as the population increases and 
the plans are developed, w ill be e.stab- 
Jished an institution of learning where 
in addition to the ordinary work of ed­ 
ucation w e can have a missionary train­ 
ing school for the education of white 
teachers and missionaries, both male 
and female, w ho are w illing to conse­ 
crate their lives to the redemption of 
Afri'^a. 
‘‘At Old Umtali, across the pass, in 
a beautiful valley through which flow 
tw o mountain streams, m y plan is to 
develop on a large scale a mis.sionary 
station for the natives. The natives here 
are m ostly Mashonas. 
The principal 
chief lives nearby. 
These native.'; are 
intelligent, and easily take to agricul­ 
tural and 
other 
industrial 
pursuits. 
They also take readily to mechanics. At 
this point the government hu.s granted 
me w ithout expense plot.s of land aiiri 
buildings in tho town worth at least 
$30,000. 
It has also made a conce.ssion 
of laud nearby where we can have gar­ 
dens and an experimental farming sta­ 
tion and has oifered a largo concession 
of land farther north in the Inyanga 
country, where the plateau varies from 
4,000 to 6,000 f(*et above the sea. 
In 
that region tho R ight Hon. Cecil Rhodes 
has a great experimental farm, w le ro 
ho is spending large sums upon live 
stock 
and 
agricultural products, his 
purpose being to demonstrate what lines 
of agrieullural development are possible 
in that clim ate and territory. 
“ My plan for the organization of this 
central mi.s'-ionaiy station includes sev­ 
eral departim nt.s. 
In tho lirst place, 1 
purpo.se to organize industrial schools 
in agriculture, carpentry, brickmaking 
and such other industries as n; / be 
made profitable and to teach tho natives 
how to gain a livelihood and develop 
independent and successful com m uni­ 
ties, 
It is proposed to use hospital and 
medical 
work 
as 
an 
evangelizing 
agency, on the plans which are most 
approved in our best foreign uiissiouary 
work in otlier countries. 
‘‘One of the great forces to be broken 
among the native heathen in Africa is 
the power of the fetich doctor. 
I liuve 
seen many specimens of these fiends in 
hnnian shape. 
They represent tho in­ 
herited shrewdness and cunning of cen­ 
turies. 
They stand as tho accredited 
controllers of 
evil spirits, which are 
supposed by tho natives to inhabit the 
air and tube the sources of innumerable 
ills, either directly or through human 
ageucy. These fiends have tho power of 
life and death byiiointiiig out to a petty 
king per.soiis w ho in their judgment 
have been tho cause of some evil, either 
to the tribe or its prosperity, or to some 
individual. 
They have 
some 
native 
reniedioH which frequently work good 
results, and occasionally they can do 
some surgery, but in the mass they are 
a blight and a curse upon the native 
m ultitudes. 
Their power is immense, 
and they play upon the superstition of 
the natives w ith tremendous effect. The 
remedy for this is the (juiet, patient, 
consecrated Christian physician, 
who 
in the spirit aud w ith the methods of 
Christ shall go about and show to the 
people a better way of life. 
‘‘There w ill be schools for boys and 
girls aud orphanages for little children, 
w ho w ill be trained under Christian 
matrons separate from barbarous, hea­ 
then associations. 
Thecbnrcb, with its 
services in the native language, w ill of 
course be an important aud central fac­ 
tor. Here it is believed w ill be gathered 
in a few years a large company of young 
native boys and girls w ho later on will 
go out as leaders iu industry, education 
and morality among tlie vast heathen 
m ultitudes in tho region beyond. 
One 
company of iiiissionaries is already on 
the ground, and letters from them ex­ 
press tht'ir enthusiasm over tho iiealth- 
tIllness and luaiity of tho country and 
the opening for splendid work. 
Other ■ 
missionaries w ill go in a f(‘W months. ! 
aiiioiig tlieiii Dr. Albert Culver H am ­ 
mett of (''liicago, w ho w ill go as a iiied- | 
ical missioiiaiy. He is ag rad yateof the 
rn iv ersity of 
Michigan and is now 
studying speeially under leading Chi-

L, D eW itt of Olii > 
a college graduate and a praetical iiu.'-i 
ness man in matters of industry, taki ^ 
ehargo ot the industrial department.

The bishop’s w ife was w ith him iu 
eastern aud southern Africa aud w ill go | 
w ith him again. 
She is planning or- ' 
phauages 
for young native children. | 
‘‘As these general plans aud these three ^ 
strategic centers have become known ; 
and discussed throughout the church 
aud the country, friends have indicated 
a desire to render financial a id ,” Bishop 
Hartzell continued. 
“ The general m is­ 
sionary comm ittee of the church at its 
recent session in Providence gave care­ 
ful study to the whole movement. 
But 
iu view of its worldwide responsibilities 
iu missionary fields it could not appro­ 
priate for 1899 w hat it felt the work 


ought to nave, 
m e next best thing it 
could do was to make a conditional ap­ 
propriation of $40,000 provided friends 
of Africa would contribute that amount. 
My hope is that American friends w ill 
give me $40,000 w ith which to accept 
and develop those English concessions 
in old and new Umtali. England is the 
most important national factor in the 
redemption of Africa, and America w ill 
delight to co-operate to the best of her 
ability in that maguiiiceut enterprise of 
redeeming the lust continent to be open­ 
ed to the gosjiel and to Christian ci>* 
ilizatiou.” —New York iSun.

The skeleton was discovered Tuesday 


afternoon by Charles Black, who was 
tracing coons. It was only by the slightest 
chance that he came across the remains. 
He was walking along the edge of what 
is know as Little Pine run, and had 
reached a point where the bank was so 


covered by ice that it was impossible for 
him to go farther, and he started up the 
hill and had gone but a short distance 
when lie found the skull, and going a 
short distance farther the remainder of 
the bones were found. 
He did not pick 
them np and they were left where he 
found them, while he went back to 
_ Fredericktown and notified the people 
of the find. 
It was at once suspected 
that the bones were those of A. R 
Mackall, and early yesterday morning 
Doctor Fitzsimmons drove to the home 
of James Mackall, father of the de­ 
ceased. who lives about three miles from 
Fredericktown, and notified him of the 
finding of the bones. 
Amsi Mackall, a 
brother of the deceased, who lives but a 
short distance from his father’s farm, 
was also notified and returned with 
Doctor Fitzsimmons. 
In company with 
about 35 or 40 men and boys, and guided 
by Charles Black, the party made their 
way to the place where the skeleton was 
Iring. If the deceased had hunted for a 
long time he could not have selected a 
b-tfer spot to have ended his life. 
The place is surrounded by pine trees and 
is so secluded that it would be impossi­ 
ble to see any person unless a special 
visit was made. 
Surrounded by the 
trees was a rock probably eight or ten 
feet across at the rear and which ta­ 
pered down to a point, at the end of 
which is a precipice of probably seven 
or eight feet. 
Close to the edge of the 
rock is a small spruce 
tree. 
The 
deceased 
had 
climbed 
the 
tree 
and fastened a check line around the 
first limb and then made a slip noose, 
and then taken the other end of the line 
and wrapped it around the limb so that 
there would be no danger of him fail­ 
ing in his attempt. 
H6 had then evi­ 
dently taken the apron and skirt which 
he had with him and placed them in­ 
side the noose to keep the strap from 
cutting his neck and then swung ofF the 
end of the rock to his death. The skirt 
and apron were still hanging in the 
noose when the body was found. 
A careful search of the place revealed 
the fact that a fire had been built near 
the rock as though the deceased might 
have remained there for several days 
before committing his rash act. 
One 
person in the party recalled the fact that 
one night w hile walking along the creek 
hfl had noticed a light near the place 
where tho skeleton was found, bat paid 
no attention to it as he supposed it was 
caused by a party of coon hunters. 
I lo- bones w ere picked up and care 
frilly placed in a hunting jacket, the 
skull hoi nj- found about eight feet from 
the balance of the bones, it having rolled 
down the hill. Tho line was taken from 
the tree, and th e coat and shoes which 
the deceased w ore were also taken, aud 
the party returned to Fredericktown. 
There the bones were placed in a small 
grocery box and nailed up and taken to 
the home of Amsi Mackall. 
Tile party from here drove to the 
otne of James Mackall and his first 
words were “ Well we have found Ad.” 
e told the circumstances and seemed 
*ery much worried, and asked that Mrs. 
ackall be notified. 
The party then 
w^I!t to the home of Amsi Mackall 
where they viewed the clothes that had 
^ 
found and the bones. 
Mr. L. D. 
,JVf rlander, of East Palestine, at whose 
‘Otne Mr. Mackall was staying when he 


appeared, identified the check line 
^ ta, one that had been taken from his 
^ a Ie, w hile his wife was able to identify 
^ irt 
and apron as belonging 
The coat was taken, and 


although 
it 
was 
in 
a 
very 
delapidated condition, yet it matched 
the trousers which had been left at the 
home Of Mr. Overlander when Mr. 
Mackall disappeared. There was no 
doubt in his mind that the skeleton was 
all that remained of the late A. R. 
Mackall, and Amsi Mackall was of the 
same opinion. They did not seem sur­ 
prised at the find. 
Mr. Overlauder 
stated that he had hunted two days for 
the missing man after the return of the 
horse, and had found the bridle at the 
end of the old stone bridge near Fred­ 
ericktown and had then given np the 
search. 
What to do with the remains was dis­ 
cussed, and it was finally decided that 
J. M. Smith should notify his daughter, 
Mrs. Mackall, at her home in Woost ar. 
to see where she wished to have them 
sent, as she had always expressed a 
wish that he be buried in Wooster if 
anything should happen. 
Mr. L. D. Overlander was instructed 
to notify Coroner Straughn, and see if 
he wished to hold an inquest. 
Coroner Straughn was notified last 
night and instructed Mr. Overlauder to 
secure a justice of the peace to hold the 
inquest, and it will take place as soon 
as possible. 
Mr. Smith this afternoon succeeded 
in notifying Mrs. Mackall, aud she 
stated that his relatives could dispose of 
the remains as they saw fit, aud that 
Mr. Mackall had always expressed a de­ 
sire to be buried at Mt. Zion.

to matchwood an oar that was rammed 
down his open month as he advanced 
This was followed by a blow on the 
head and a bullet through the eye, 
which momentarily discomfited the sea 
lion. 
This gave the men another respite, 
though the boats were fairly on the 
backs of the plunging monsters. 
The 
end of the fishermen woald have soon 
come, had not the steamer in the niok 
of time rammed its way through the 
densely packed herd and lowered rope 
ladders to the men, by whioh every one 
of them escaped to the deck. Before the 
last man reached the steamer the boats 
bad been smashed to driftwood. This is 
the first time sea lions have been known

The steamer New England, which ar 
rived at Seattle, Wash., recently from 
Queen Charlotte sound, brings word of 
a desperate encounter between sea lions 
and Boston fishermen. 
Six boatloads of 
men, when a mile from the steamer, 
fonnd that they bad allowed themselves 
to drift near a dozen rocky islands in 
the sound. Suddenly they were Bar 
rounded by a herd of walruses. 
There 
were 1,000 seals in the herd, and the 
males were as big as heavy draft horses. 
The men signaled to the steamer and 
turned to meet the terrible ouslangbt. 
With a mighty roaring noise the sea 
lions approached the boat from all di­ 
rections. 
A few feet from the frail 
craft, where the men stood, each with 
an iron headed bali but d a b in one hand 
aud a revolver in the other, the animals 
hesitated. 
Then 
one monster male 
sprang at the foremost boat, crnnobing 
to matchwood an oar that was rammed 
down his open month as be advanced 
This was followed by a blow on the 
head and a bullet through the eye, 
which momentarily discomfited the sea 
lion. 
This gave the men another respite, 
though the boats were fairly on the 
backs of the plunging monsters. 
The 
end of the fishermen would have soon 
come, bad not the steamer in the nick 
of time rammed its way through the 
densely packed herd and lowered rope 
adders to the men, by which every one 
of them escaped to the deck. Before the 
last man reached the steamer the boats 
bad been smashed to driftwood. This is 
the first time sea lions have been known 
to attack men on the sound.—Special 
St. Louis Globe-Demoorat.

Miss Mario is the youngest daughter 
of the retired broker Joseph Marie of 
New York and the niece of Peter Marie, 
who has figured in New York society 
for many years. Miss Marie’s social po­ 
sition is one that has enabled her to 
know the most prominent people and to 
observe all the inner workings of “ so­ 
ciety. " 
The young author cares more for the 
church, iiowever, than she does for so­ 
cial gayeties. She was educated in the 
Convent of the Sacred Heart and now 
spends the greater part of her time in 
the charitable work connected with St 
Francis Xavier’s church. 
Personally 
Miss Josephine Marie is a charmingly 
spirituelle young woman, with a pale, 
delicate face and dark brown eyes anc! 
hair. 
Miss M arie’s book is not written for 
Catholics alone. 
It is for all readers 
who like a wholesome, thoughtfully 
written story. 
Miss Marie is very un 
willing that the public should think of 
ber as a Catholic woman exponnding 
Catholic doctrines for Catholic readers.

In the sixteenth century all the pep­ 
per consumed in England was bought 
by the English merchants from the 
Dutch, who brought it from India. 
Owing to racial jealousy, tho Dutch 
traders in 159!) raised the cost from 8 
shillings to (5 shillings per pound. This 
petty display of ill feeling caused con­ 
siderable annoyance to the English mer­ 
chants and aroused in them that feeling 
of independence which has always been 
so characteristic cf our race. 
They determined to import their pep­ 
per direct from India in their own 
ships, and for this purpose formed a 
company, called 
tho 
Governor and 
Company of Merchants of London Trad­ 
ing to the East Indies, and which in 
latter days became eventually known 
as the East India company. 
Their first voyages embroiled them 
in almost innumerable quarrels with 
the Dutch and Portuguese, and for a 
time the venture proved a financial fail­ 
ure.

In tho sixteenth century all the pep­ 
per consumed in England was bought 
by the English merchant* from the 
Dutch, who brought it from India. 
Owing to racial jealousy, tho Dutch 
traders in ISHO raised the cost from ii 
shillings to ti shillings per pound. This 
petty display cf ill feeling caused con­ 
siderable annoyance to the English mer­ 
chants and aroused in them that fel ling 
of independence which has always been 
so characteristic of our race. 
They determined to import their pep­ 
per direct from India in their own 
ships, and for this purpose formed a 
company, called 
tho 
Governor 
and 
Company of Merchants of London Trad­ 
ing to tho East Indies, and which in 
latter days became eventually known 
as the East India company. 
Their first voyages embroiled them 
in almost innumerable quarrels with 
the Dutch and Portuguese, and for a 
time the venture proved a financial fail­ 
ure. 
It was not until ICI5 that the 
company becamo successful and obtained 
lucrative treaties, owing to their de­ 
cisively defeating the Portuguese. 
From this time on their possessions 
gradually increased, slowly at first, and 
then very rapidly, until, by the wise 
aud beneficial management of such men 
as Clive, Warren Hastings aud Corn­ 
wallis, they exercised sovereignty over 
the greater portion of India.

L o n d o n, Jan. 5.—The St. Petersburg 
^respondent of The Daily Mail says: 
“ Privy Councillor Salomon of the 
prisons 
administration has just re­ 
turned here from a five months’ tour of 
the prisons and exile colonies of the 
Russian government in Siberia and the 
island of Saghalien, off the south coast 
of Asia. 
He has furnished me with the 
chief points of his personal report to the 
czar. 
“Its leading feature is M. Salomon’s 
conclusion that banishment is useless 
and undesirable as a punishment be­ 
cause it produces the complete moral 
degradation of the exile. 
“Salomon found the prisons in West­ 
ern Siberia in fair condition with no 
signs of overcrowding or dirt, but in 
astern Siberia the conditions were 
;uite the opposite. 
Matters he fouud 
still worse in Saghalien—prisoners badly 
treated, prisons filthy aud hospitals 
crow ded like pig sties. 
He dismissed 
two chief directors of prisons for cruel­ 
ty and embezzlement aud bl) minor offi­ 
cials for cruelty. 
“He has dratted a comprehensive sys­ 
tem of reforms in prison treatment, 
greatty ameliorating existing conditions, 
providing payment for penal work and 
tacuities for settling in Siberia on the 
expiration of sentences. He believed 
his suggested reforms would be speedily 
inaugurated.”

Concerning commissary stores, he 
said those in the United States were 
the best that could be txiught in the 
open market. 
The refrigerated beef 
sent from this country, ha said, was ex­ 
cellent. He had had much experience 
with refrigerated meat, and he said that 
while there was some disposition ou the 
part of the regimental cooks to cavil at 
the appearance of the meat, it was in 
reality quite good. Ho explained that 
the sudden change of temperature on 
removing the meat from the refrigera­ 
tor ships produced what is known us a 
“ beard,” a greenish growth that had to 
be scraped off. 
When this was done, the meat be­ 
neath was perfectly good. It was served 
to the men with excellent results and 
benefited the sick materially. The chief 
trouble came when the change was 
made to hoof cuttle sent from Porto 
Hico. This beef Major Harrison killed 
himself and personally superintended 
its dressing aud cooling. Ho further 
said in part: “ But it would not cool in 
that climate. 
The meat never lost its 
animal heat and with its use our sick 
ness increased IO per cent.” 
Of the ( aimed meat, Major Harrison 
spoke wit Ii equal emphasis, saying that 
it was fully as good as the refrigerator 
beef, was well received by the men anc 
none of it had to be condemned. 
Governor Beaver asked if a refriger 
ating

whether Cuban beef coulu be killed on 
the ground aud rendere d tit for use by 
the uieu. 
Witness said he thought this 
would not be desirable, as the Gubau 
cattie, while tine looking, furnished the 
coarsest aud most stringy beef he had 
ever seen. 
Vv itness said he was thoroughly fa 
miliar with tlA processes of refrigerat­ 
ing and butcnering meat aud he was 
willing to state positively that there 
were no chemicals used in any of tho 
American beef that passed under his 
observation. 
Recurring to the hoof killed beef at 
Santiago, witness said che surgeons in 
charge attributed the IO per ceut in­ 
crease in intestinal sickness to the use 
of the fresh killed beef. There was a 
proportionate decrease in sickness when 
Hie regiment returned lo the refriger­ 
ated beef.

MISSION WORK IN AFRICA 


Bishop Hartzell’s Great Plans 
For the Dark Continent. 


BRITISH OO-OPERATION PROMISED.

Many colored people as well as others 
are interested in the trip of Bishop 
Hartzell of the Methodist Episcopal 
church to Africa. 
The bishop’s work 
includes the missions of American Meth­ 
odism in Africa. On his arrival in that 
continent he intends to develop some 
wide reaching plans which bo has form­ 
ed and put under way since his appoint­ 
ment to tho African field in 1890. 
One 
of his centers of operation is Rhodesia, 
in southeastern Africa, and there he has 
received concessions from the British 
authorities to the value of about $40,- 
000, with a contingent promise of as­ 
sistance to the extent of dollar for dollar 
such money as be expends in the devel­ 
opment of the projects looking to the 
civilization and Christianization of a 
large territory. 
The substantial conces­ 
sions are in lands and buildings. But of 
greater significance than this material 
support is the sentiment favoring united 
efforts of British and Americans offi­ 
cially expressed on behalf of the Char­ 
tered company operating Rhodesia. 
Bishop Hartzell has great confidence 
in the future of the colony which the 
genius of Cecil Rhodes has developed 
under tbs British Hag, a track of coun­ 
try destined to be traversed by the rail­ 
way and telegraph lines that w ill at no 
very distant day connect the Cape Col­ 
ony with Cairo. 
He has consecrated 
himself to African work now, ho said, 
and his conversation indicated that he 
is heartily with those who believe that 
tho English and Americans together 
should undertake tho work that civ i­ 
lization requires to he done in this part 
of Africa. Ho has traveled thousands of 
miles there and familiarized himself 
with the conditions of tho country mid 
people. 
In talking w ith a reporter the bishop 
quoted these words from an official let­ 
ter which he had received from Earl 
Grey, representing the British .South 
African 
company, 
“ England desires 
America to unite in the establishment 
of Anglo-Saxon civilization in eastern 
Africa, where for thousands of years 
there has been nothing hut barbarous 
heathenism.’* They indicated, he said, 
the cordiality with which lie had been 
received in his presentation of his plans 
to inaugurate a large missionary move­ 
ment in 
Rhodesia, in south central 
Africa. 
He has episcopal supervision of L i­ 
beria, Angola, a Portuguese colony on 
the west coast, and Rhodesia. There are 
many missionaries as well as schools, 
Sunday schools, churches and orphan­ 
ages iii these territories, but the bishop 
is giving large attention to plans for 
this new aud great movement in Rho­ 
desia. There civilization is blotting out 
the wilderness as rapidly as was the 
case in the great west of this country a 
few years ago. The same splendid push 
and energy characterize the advance 
there as hero in the United States. Men 
of the same class are carrying on the 
work there. 
Ho spoke of banqueting in 
one place farther north than the region 
under consideration 18 months after the 
English had fought for their lives there 
against the barbarians. 
His plans in­ 
clude great missionary centers at Old 
and New Uintah, from 325 to 250 miles 
inland from Beira, on tho coast. 
The 
bishop traveled on horseback a good 
part of that distance before the railroad 
was completed. New Uintah is destined 
to boun Fug hail town of large impor­ 
tance. Tho white population has grown 
in two years to more than 1, 000. Thera 
are many buildings, and he has seen 
there in one store $200,000 worth of 
merchandise, all of which was carried 
thereon tho heads of natives, from 80 
to 60 miles, as tho railroad was ap­ 
proaching. 
Old and New Uintah are 
located in a healthful and beautiful 
region on a mountainous plateau 1,000 
lect above tho sea. The government has 
granted him a concession of laud \\< rth 
ut least $ 10,000 in New I mtali, \\r< re 
w ill be developed at once an institution 
of 
luurniug and 
church 
enterprises 
among the Europeans. The government 
favors religious education, but stipu­ 
lates that in institutions receiving gov­ 
ernmental 
aid 
sectarian 
instruction 
shall not be given. 
“ New Uintah w ill be tho railroad 
oenter for 450 miles of road from the 
coast to Salisbury, half of which is al­ 
ready 
built,” 
Bishop Hartzell said, 
“ and will be connected with Tete on 
the Zambezi, 200 miles north, by tele­ 
graph aud railway. 
It will be one of 
the importuut towns in that purt of A f­ 
rica. South of it are the ruined cities of 
Mashonalund, the principal one being 
Zimbabwe. 
These are objects of great 
interest to explorers aud antiquarians 
This region is the most interesting in 
Africa in ancient matters, with the ex­ 
ception of Egypt. 
The region where 
these ruins arc found is manifestly one 
of the ancient Upturn of the Bible, and 
it is the country where in uh probabil­ 


ity the sailors of Solomon g a u a n i r a n i e 
ships went nearly 3,000 years ago and 
gathered, in a single voyage extending 
over three years, gold amounting to 
more than $4,000,000. The ruins of the 
old mines are still there. 
There are 
quite a number of paying gold mines 
within a few miles of New CJmtali. The 
agricultural possibilities of the region 
are also great. 
Here among the Eu 
ropeans, as the population increases and 
the plans are developed, w ill be estab­ 
lished an institution of learning where 
in addition to the ordinary work of ed­ 
ucation we can have a missionary train­ 
ing school for the education of white 
teachers and missionaries, both male 
and female, who are willing to conse­ 
crate their lives to the redemption of 
Africa. 
“ At Old Umtali, across the pass, in 
a beautiful valley through which flow 
two mountain streams, my plan is to 
develop on a large scale a missionary 
station for the natives. The natives here 
are mostly Mashonas. 
The principal 
chief lives nearby. 
These natives are 
intelligent, and easily take to agricul­ 
tural and other 
industrial 
pursuits. 
They also take readily to mechanics. At 
this point the government has granted 
me without expense plots of land and 
buildings in the town worth at least 
$36,060. 
It has also made a concession 
of laud nearby where we can have gar­ 
dens aud an experimental farming sta­ 
tion and has offered a largo concession 
of land farther north in tho Inyanga 
country, where the plateau varies from 
4,000 to 6,000 feet above the sea. 
In 
that region the Right Hon. Cecil Rhodes 
has a great experimental farm, where 
he is spending large sums upon live 
stock 
and agricultural products, his 
purpose being to demonstrate what lines 
of agricultural developmentaro pos.-ible 
in that climate and territory. 
“ My plan for tho organization of this 
central missionary station includes sev­ 
eral departments. 
In the first place, I 
purpose to organize industrial schools 
in agriculture, carpentry, brickmaking 
ami such other industries as n r / be 
made profitable and to teach the natives 
how to gain a livelihood and develop 
independent and successful communi­ 
ties. 
It is proposed to use hospital and 
medical 
work 
as 
an 
evangelizing 
agency, on the plans which are most 
approved in our best foreign missionary 
work in other countries. 
“ One of the great forces to be broken 
among the native heathen in Africa is 
the power of the fetich doctor. 
I have 
seen many specimens of these fiends in 
human shape. 
They represent the in­ 
herited shrewdness and cunning of cen­ 
turies. 
They stand as tho accredited 
controllers of evil spirits, which are 
supposed by the natives to inhabit the 
air aud to be the sources of innumerable 
ills, either directly or through human 
ageucy. These fiends have the power of 
life and death by pointing out to a petty 
king persons who in their judgment 
have been tho cause of Homo evil, either 
to the tribe or its prosperity, or to some 
individual. 
They have some 
native 
remedies which frequently work good 
results, and occasionally they can do 
some surgery, but in the mass they are 
a blight and a curse upon the native 
multitudes. 
Their power is immense, 
and they play upon the superstition of 
the natives with tremendous effect. The 
remedy for this is the quiet, patient, 
consecrated Christian physician, who 
in the spirit aud with the methods of 
Christ shall go about and show to the 
people a better way of life. 
“ There will be schools for boys and 
girls aud orphanages for little children, 
who w ill lie trained under Christian 
matrons separate from barbarous, hea­ 
then associations. 
The church, with its 
services in the native language, w ill of 
course be an important aud central fac­ 
tor. Here it is believed will be gathered 
iii a few years a lurge company of youug 
native boys and girls who later on will 
go out as lenders in industry, education 
und morality among the vast heathen 
multitudes in the region beyond. 
One 
company of missionaries is already on 
the ground, aud letters from them ex­ 
press their enthusiasm over the health­ 
fulness aud beauty of tho country aud 
the opening for splendid work. 
Other 
missionaries will go in a few months, 
among them Dr. Albert Culver Ham­ 
mett of Chicago, who w ill go as a nied- 
ical missionary. He is a graduate of the 
University of 
Michigan and is now 
studying specially miller leading Chi­ 
cago doctors in 
preparation for bis 
work. Tile Rev. .1. L. DeWirt of Obi >. 
a college graduate and a practical bun 
ness man in matters of industry, take* 
charge of the industrial department. 
Miss Alice Culver, who bu* recently 
completed a course of training in nurs­ 
ing at the Saucy hospital iu Brooklyn, 
will go as a trained uurse. 
My plan is 
to have in that cauter within a year at 
least a dozen picked men and women 
from America to take charge of aud de­ 
velop it on the lines indicated.’’ 
The bishop’s wife was with him in 
eastern aud southern Africa and will go 
with him again. 
She is planning or­ 
phanages for youug native children. 
“ As these general plans aud these three 
strategic centers have become known 
aud discussed throughout the church 
aud the country, friends have indicated 
a desire to render financial aid,’’ Bishop 
Hartzell continued. 
“ The general m is­ 
sionary committee of the church at its 
receut session in Providence gave care­ 
ful study to the whole movement. 
But 
in view of it* worldwide responsibilities 
in missionary fields it could not appro­ 
priate for 1899 what it felt the work 


ought to nave, 
m e next b er thing it 
could do was to make a conditional ap­ 
propriation of $40,000 provided friends 
of Africa would contribute that amount. 
My hope is that American friends will 
give me $40,000 with which to accept 
and develop those English concessions 
in old arid new Umtali. England is the 
most important national factor in the 
redemption of Africa, and America will 
delight to co-operate to the best of her 
ability in that magnificent enterprise of 
redeeming the lust continent to be open­ 
ed to the gospel and to Christian civ­ 
ilization.’’—New York Sun. 


A UT O M O B I L E VE H IC L E S .

Automobile vehicles similar to those 
in use iii London and Paris will soon 
supplant the dingy, comfortless omni­ 
buses that now roll up and down Fifth 
avenue in New York. 
Officers of the 
Third Avenue Railway company recent­ 
ly purchased the entire capital stock of 
the Fifth Avenue Stage company, and 
the purchase indicates a change in the 
system of transit. 
* At the offices of tho Third Avenue 
Railway company I was told the other 
day that the officials had not yet decid­ 
ed upon the motive power of the auto­ 
mobiles, but that the routes to be cov­ 
ered would extend far beyond the one 
in Fifth avenue probably. 
While the 
storage battery system meets with fa­ 
vor, yet compressed air or petroleum 
may be used. 
The company may soon 
send a representative to Paris to inspect 
the automobiles there and decide upon 
which style of vehicle to use. 
Several 
months may pass before the change is 
made. 
Un account of the peculiar conditions 
to which any plan for street transporta­ 
tion in Fifth avenue is subject, only 
such vehicles as carry their power with 
them aud need no special tracks may lie 
used. Sofar as the avenue is concerned, 
the only elevation of any consequence 
is Murray Hill, which would not prove 
au obstacle to any form of motor car 
riage now in use in the big continental 
cities. 
Fifth 
avenue 
is now almost 
wholly paved with asphalt, laid at dif- j 
ferent times and by different contract i 
ors. 
As a result, heavy motor carriages j 
might ruin parts of tho avenue in a 
short time. To avoid such contingencies 
the company is determined to choose 
oulv the lightest form of automobile 
Tho Fifth avenue line must compete 
closely with the trolley service in Mad­ 
ison and Sixth avenues, and hence the 
question of cheapness plays an impor­ 
tant part in the problems that confront 
the Fifth avenue company 
It is said 
that no automobile system can ever 
compete successfully with the trolley. 
but as tho Fifth avenue route is com­ 
paratively short aud is patronized regu 
larly by those who wish to escape the 
overcrowding that prevails on the other 
lines the company thinks the automo­ 
biles may proven paying investment. 
Edward Lauterbacb said recently that 
it was too soon to say whether the com­ 
pany would introduce electricity, coni 
pressed air or petroleum, but it was 
likely that electricity would be used 
He thought that when the public saw 
the advantages of a modern electrical 
coach service which moved about with 
the speed of the underground trolleys it 
would not be slow to patronize it aud 
demand a greatly enlarged system of 
routes through many of the imp* rtant 
districts.—Cor. New York Herald.

father-in-law of the deceased, yesterday 
drove to Fredericktown and found the 
anally quiet country village in a state 
of excitement and the only topic of con­ 


versation the ghastly find. 
The skeleton was discovered Tuesday 
afternoon by Charles Black, who was 


tr a c in g coons. It was only by the slightest 
chance that he came across the remains. 
He was w alking along the edge of what 
is know as Little Pine run, and had 
reached a point where the bank was so 
covered by ice that it was impossible for 
him to go farther, and he started up the 
hill and had gone but a short distance 
when he found the skull, and going a 
short distance farther the remainder of 
the bones were found. 
He did not pick 
them up aud they were left where he 
found them , while he went back to 
. Fredericktown and notified the people 
of the find. 
It was at once suspected 
that the hones were those of A. R 
Mackall, and early yesterday morning 
Doctor Fitzsimmons drove to the home 
of James M ackall, father of the de­ 
ceased, who lives about three miles from 
Fredericktown, and notified him of the 
finding of the bones. 
Amsi Mackall, a 
brother of the deceased, who lives but a 
short distance from his father’s farm, 
wa** also notified and returned with 
Doctor Fitzsimmons. 
In company with 
about 85 or -IO men and boys, and guided 
by Charles B lack, the party made their 
way to the place w here the skeleton was 
king. 
If the deceased had hunted for a 
long tim e he could not have selected a 
b tter spot to have ended his life. 
The place is surrounded by pine trees and 
is so secluded that it would be impossi­ 
ble to see any person unless a special 
visit was made. 
Surrounded by the 
trees was a rock probably eight or teu 
feet across at the rear and which ta ­ 
pered down to a point, at the end of 
which is a precipice of probably seven 
or eight feet. 
Close to the edge of the 
rock is a small spruce 
tree. 
The 
deceased 
had 
climbed 
the 
tree 
and fastened a check line around the 
first limb and then made a slip noose, 
and then taken the other end of the line 
and wrapped it around the limb so that 
there would be no danger of him fail­ 
ing in his attempt. 
H6 had then evi­ 
dently taken the apron and skirt which 
he *had with him and placed them in­ 
side the noose to keep the strap from 
cutting his neck and then swung off the 
end of the rock to his death. 
The skirt 
and apron were still hanging in the 
noose when the body was found. 
A careful search of the place revealed 
the fact th at a fire had been built near 
the rock as though the deceased might 
have rem ained there for several days 
before com m itting his rash act. 
One 
person in the p arty recalled the fact that 
one night w bile walking along the creek 
had noticed a light near the place 
wk* re the skeleton was found, but paid 
ho attention to it as he supposed it was 
canned by a p arty of coon hunters. 
I bt* bones were picked up and care* 
fhlly placed in a hunting jacket, the 
skull being found about eight feet from 
t!1“ halanoe of the hones, it having rolled 
down the hill. The line was taken from 
r a* tree, and the coat and shoes which 
the deceased wore were also taken, and 
the party returned to Fredericktown. 
There the bones were placed in a small 
grocery box and nailed up and taken to 
the home of Amsi Mackall.

They did not seem sur­ 
prised at the find. 
Mr. Overlander 
stated that he had hunted two days for 
the missing man after the return of the 
horse, and had found the bridle at the 
end of the old stone bridge near Fred­ 
ericktown and had then given up the 
search. 
What to do with the remains was dis­ 
cussed, and it was finally decided that 
J. M. Smith should notify his daughter, 
Mrs. Mackall, at her home in Wooster, 
to see where she wished to have them 
sent, as she had always expressed a 
wish that he be buried in Wooster if 
anything should happen. 
Mr. L. D. Overlander was instructed 
to notify Coroner Straughn, aud see if 
he w ished to hold an inquest. 
Coroner Straughn was notified last 
night and instructed Mr. Overlauder to 
secure a justice of the peace to hold the 
inquest, and it will take place as soon 
as possible. 
Mr. Smith this afternoon succeeded 
in notifying Mrs. Mackall, and she 
stated that his relatives could dispose of 
the remains as they saw fit, aud that 
Mr. Mackall had always expressed a de­ 
sire to be buried at Mt. Zion.

The steam er New England, which ar 
rived a t Seattle, W ash., recently from 
Queen C harlotte sound, brings word of 
a desperate encounter between sea lions 
and Boston fishermen. 
Six boatloads of

rounded by a herd of walruses. 
There 
were 1,000 seals in the herd, and the 
males were as big as heavy d raft horses. 
The men signaled to the steamer and 
turned to meet the terrible onslaught. 
W ith a m ighty roaring noise the sea 
lions approached the boat from all di 
reckons. 
A few feet from the frail 
craft, where tho men stood, each with 
an iron headed halibut club in one hand 
aud a revolver iii the other, the anim als 
hesitated.

sprang a t the foremost boat, crunching 
to m atchw ood an oar th at was rammed 
down his open m onth as he advanced 
This was followed by a blow on the 
bead and a 
bullet through the eye, 
which m om entarily discomfited the sea 
lion. 
This gave the men another respite, 
though the boats were fairly on the 
backs of the plunging monsters.

ous to extract much of it, when scraped 
out and put into cold water and agitated 
for a few moments with a spoon forms 
a most thick and tenacious mucilage 
retaining a delicate flavor of the smell 
of the sassafras and is a bland and 
soothing drink in 
fevers, when tho 
mouth is dry and great thirst exists. It 
is frequently retained gratefully when 
plain watt r is ejected. 
It is astoniihing how mucilaginous a 
small quantity of this pith makes a 
tumbler of water, which becomes thick, 
as gum ara bio water. A mere teaspoon­ 
ful of the pith taken out of tho small 
green branches of tho bush will make 
three or four tumblerfuls of thick m u­ 
cilage. 
bor inflamed eyes this mucilaginous 
water is very soothing arid curative and 
has long been used for all forms of in­ 
flammation of delicate tissues, but is so 
simple that it is ignored by the profes­ 
sion. 
The oil of sassafras, which is made 
from the root as well as other parts of 
the plant, makes a splendid liniment 
for pains aud aches in combination with 
turpentine in proportion of one-third of 
the former to two-thirds of the latter. 
Other stimulating tinctures, 
such as 
spirits cf ammonia, are sometimes add­ 
ed, but the chief ingredient of the light­ 
ning liniments hawked about by itiner­ 
ant quacks are composed principally of 
sassafras oil, which is really pungent 
and effective.

It H e l p e d t o C h a n i r e t h e H i s t o r y of 
t h e O ld W o r l d . 
In the sixteenth century all the pep­ 
per consumed in England was bought 
by the English merchant* from the 
Dutch, who brought it from India. 
Owing to racial jealousy, the Dutch 
traders in 1599 raised the cost from 3 
shillings to 6 shillings per pound. This 
petty display of ill feeling caused con­ 
siderable annoyance to tho English mer­ 
chants and aroused in them that feeling 
of independence which has always been 
so characteristic cf our race. 
They determined to import their pep­ 
per direct from India in their own 
ships, and for this purpose formed a 
company, called 
tho 
Governor 
and 
Company of Merchants of London Trad­ 
ing to the East Indies, and which in 
latter days became eventually known 
as the East India company. 
Their first voyages embroiled them 
in almost innumerable quarrels with 
the Dutch and Portuguese, aud for a 
time the venture proved a financial fail­ 
ure. 
It was not until 1615 that the 
company became successful and obtained 
lucrative treaties, owing to their de­ 
cisively defeating tho Portuguese. 
From this time on their possessions 
gradually increased, slowly at first, and 
then very rapidly, until, by the wise 
and beneficial management of such men 
as Clive, Warren Hastings aud Corn­ 
wallis, they exercised sovereignty over 
the greater portion of India. 
In this manner it happened that an 
increase in the price of pepper momen­ 
tously affected the history of mankind.
